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XIV.—WAGES. 


No. 40—State Basic Wage. 


Under the provisions of the Industrial Arbitration Act, 1912-25, authority was vested in the 
State Court of Arbitration to declare an annual Basic Wage operative as from the Ist of July each 
year. 

The first decision of the Court took effect on the Ist July, 1926, and prescribed a rate of £4 5s. Od. 
for males and £2 5s. 1ld. for females throughout the whole of the State. 

These rates remained unaltered until the lst July, 1929, when the amounts were increased to 
£4 7s. Od. and £2 7s. 0d. respectively, with the exception of certain specified goldfields areas, in 
respect of which the previous wage was retained. 

A revision by the Court following the 1930 inquiry resulted in the declaration of a separate 
wage of £4 6s. Od. for males and £2 6s. 5d. for females, in respect of the Metropolitan Area, and 
rates of £4 5s. Od. and £2 5s. 11d. respectively for all other parts of the State. 

Additional power was given the Court under the provisions of the Industrial Arbitration Act 
Amendment Act, 1930, to enable quarterly adjustments to be made to the annual declaration, and 
on the 3rd March, 1931, rates of £3 18s. Od. for males and £2 2s. 2d. for females were prescribed 
for the Metropolitan Area, while all other parts of the State were fixed at £3 17s. Od. and £2 1s. 8d. 
respectively. 

The annual declaration operative as from the Ist July, 1931, did not vary these amounts, but 
a further quarterly adjustment on the 18th August, 1931, marked the inauguration of a different 
wage for agricultural areas, which are taken to be those areas comprised within the official South- 
West Land Division as gazetted under the Land Act. 

Wage levels in all divisions of the State were considerably increased as from the Ist July, 
1938, following the most comprehensive inquiry since the original declaration. In the course 
of the 1938 inquiry, special consideration was given to the factors of National Income and 
Standard of Nutrition. 

The table hereunder shows annual declarations and interim variations since the original 
decision of 1926 :—

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XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


(Supplied by the Commonwealth Meteorologist, Mr. W. S, Watt.) 
WEATHER NOTES. 


No. 42.—Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Aus- 
tralia during the months of October, November and December, 1939. 


October.—After a severe rain shortage in the previous month, with some attendant deteriora- 
tion in the seasonal prospects in parts of the wheat-growing areas, the rainfall in October con- 
siderably exceeded the normal in a large portion of the southern sub-tropics, the favoured areas 
including most of the wheat belt. The thundery character of the more important rainstorms 
which operated, however, was as usual associated with marked variation in the rainfall totals 
even in small areas, and in some districts surpluses and deficits were rather freely intermingled, 
more particularly in the north coastal agricultural region, where registrations ranged from 164 
points at Kondut to 51 points at Dongarra. 


There was a preponderance of surpluses in the north-eastern wheat belt, the highest 
totals being 209 points at Wyalkatchem and 204 points at Kulja. The South Central Di- 
vision fared even better, the month’s normal being exceeded almost generally and the totals in- 
cluding 508 points at Wandering, 467 points at Kojonup and 447 points at Katanning. Nearer 
the south and central coasts the feature of mixed surpluses and deficits reappeared, but surpluses 
markedly predominated, and the heavier totals included 579 points at Pemberton and more than 
five inches of rain also at Denmark, Mt. Barker, Kendenup and Donnybrook, while on the central 
coast the principal total was 427 points at Jarrahdale. The month’s rainfall in Perth amounted 
to 227 points. 


Weather conditions were much less satisfactory in the north-east and north, the very moderate 
normal rainfall of 23 points being only just equalled in the Wiluna district, while shortages were 
registered in the West Gascoyne Division and throughout the tropics, and northwards from the 
Gascoyne and Wiluna district the principal total for the month was only 25 points at Turkey 
Creek. 


The month’s isobaric charts showed that the southern rainstorm system which had been 
relatively inactive in the previous month suddenly revived early in October, and produced some 
useful rains in the South-West, together with a remarkable snowstorm in the Porongorup Ranges 
on the afternoon of 4th October. 


Rains later in the period were, however, almost all of tropical origin. These systems con- 
sisted of depressions which extended gradually southwards and south-eastwards, and not being 


deep enough to induce any considerable inflow of tropical air on their northern and north-western 
edges were comparative failures as rain-producers in the tropics. Upon arrival in the sub-tropics, 
however, these tropical depressions received unusually deep and persistent inflows of cool maritime 
air from the south-east and the atmospheric turbulence produced by this inflow into and beneath 
the tropical air masses resulted in widespread rains with many thunderstorms. This process 
of rain-production was most marked on 28th October, when a cloudburst with washaway damage 
occurred at Kojonup, and a severe hailstorm, with considerable damage to orchards, was ex- 
perienced in the Bridgetown district. 


The month’s temperatures showed few marked departures from normal conditions, but one 
temperature of 100 deg. was recorded as far south as Eucla. The extreme temperatures in Perth 
were 92-1 deg. on the 24th and 43-1 deg. on the 5th. The mean maximum temperature (71-1 
deg.) was 2-2 deg. in excess of the normal and the mean minimum temperature (54-1 deg.) was 
1-6 deg. in excess of the normal.

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November.—Except in the West Kimberley and De Grey Divisions the average of the in- 
dividual totals of rainfall in Western Australia in November was above normal in all divisions, 
but the thundery nature of a considerable proportion of the rains was associated with more than 
the usual degree of irregularity in their distribution. 


The western and southern districts of the sub-tropics received substantial falls which ranged 
from an average of 97 points in the north coastal agricultural district to 224 points on the south 
coast, while the north-eastern and the southern wheat belt areas registered about 150 points, and 
registrations in the South-Eastern and the Eucla Divisions were only slightly less. 


In the tropics the rainy season commenced auspiciously, and somewhat earlier than usual, 
in the North and East Kimberley Divisions, and some moderate falls occurred in the Fortescue 
district, but falls were very light elsewhere. 


At individual stations in the various main districts the principal totals for the month were :— 
The Tropics, 254 points at Wyndham ; the Wheat Belt, 295 points at Northampton ; South-West 
and South Coasts, 408 points at Pemberton ; and South-Eastern Sub-Tropics, 324 points at Marvel 
Loch. In Perth, rain occurred on 14 days and aggregated 106 points as compared with the No- 
vember normal of 77 points. 


The month’s rainfall in the north-eastern tropics was derived mainly from a series of thunder- 
storms which attended a fairly strong inflow of moist northerly winds moving towards the high 
temperature areas further south. In the sub-tropies, however, clearly defined depressions operated 
and consisted mainly of extensive tropical lows which first appeared off the north-west coast and 
later moved south-eastwards across the sub-tropics. At first these depressions were comparative 
failures as regards rain production, but in their later stages they received a strong inflow of relatively 
cool southerly winds from the south coast to the Bight. This cooler air uplifted the warmer air 
masses inland and produced considerable atmospheric turbulence which resulted in widespread rains 
with many thunderstorms. 

During most of the month temperatures approximated to the normal in the sub-tropics and 
were for lengthy periods below normal in the tropics. Occasionally, however, easterly winds 
predominated and some high temperatures resulted, Marble Bar recording 114 deg. on the 21st 
November. On the following day Marble Bar recorded 116 deg., Whim Creek 113 deg., and Nulla- 
gine 112 deg. 

In Perth the highest temperature was 98 deg. on the 30th November, and the lowest reading 
was 50-1 deg. on the 14th November. The mean maximum temperature in the city (75-9 deg.) 
was 0:2 deg. above normal, and the mean temperature (57-4 deg.) was 0:5 deg. above normal.

December.—An exceptionally dry month was experienced in Western Australia in December, 
rainless conditions prevailing at most places in the Gascoyne and adjacent areas in the northern 
sub-tropics, and also in the South-Eastern Division and in a large portion of the agricultural areas. 
Even the coastal sections of the South-Western Divisions received only light showers, except in a 
small section extending from Pemberton to Albany, the registrations in this region averaging 
about 40 points. Registrations in excess of the December normals were limited to small and 
isolated areas in the vicinity of Onslow, Winning Pool, and Beverley, respectively. 


Considering the various districts the rainfall shortage was least marked in the East and North 
Kimberley Divisions, where the shortages in each case amounted to 43 per cent. of the December 
normal. The average amount of the total falls amounted to 233 points in the East Kimberley Di- 
vision and to 237 points in the North Kimberley Division. The area of fairly heavy rainfall ex- 
tended westwards into the West Kimberley Division as far as Fitzroy Crossing, where 147 points 
were received during the month. 
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Temperatures in the tropics were at most places somewhat below the December normal, but 
some high individual readings were registered, Marble Bar reporting 116 deg. on the 16th, 115 deg. 
on the 14th, and 114 deg. on the 9th, 11th, and 15th December. 113 deg. was recorded at Port 
Hedland on the 6th and 7th December and at Yalgoo on the 13th December, and 112 deg. at Win- 
ning Pool on the 7th December. 


In the more inland sections of the northern sub-tropics and in the adjacent sections of the 
Gascoyne Division heat-wave conditions, though somewhat less severe at individual stations, were 
more consistently in evidence than was the case in the tropics. 


The weather controls most frequently indicated by the month's isobaric charts consisted of 
tropical depressions of slight to moderate intensity ; and on five occasions these lows penetrated 
deeply into the sub-tropical divisions. In three instances these systems formed low pressure 
valleys which extended across the State to the northern fringe of southern depressions passing 
along the south coast, but only light and scattered rains resulted. 


Better results as regards rain production were achieved in early stages of these tropical de- 
pressions, moderate indrafts of maritime air on the tropical coast being induced and appreciable 
rain resulting in the Kimberley Division. Later, these lows moved southwards near the west- 
coast and caused north-east to east winds with attendant high temperatures in the western sub- 
tropics.
